STORRS, Con., Nov. 'io—(UP)—Hens 


have kept pace with industry in the 
steadily increasing productivity of the 
last two decades, results of the. 19th 
annual International Egg Laying Con- 
test showed today. 


This year's average of eggs produc- 


ed per hen per year was 206 for 1000 
birds entered—a new record, accord- 
ing to poultry experts of Connecticut 
Agricultural College, which sponsors 
the competition. 


Professor William F. Kirkpatrick de- 


scribed the record as "not spectacular 
but significant." Farmers apparently 
are applying eugenic theories to the 
breeding of poultry .and the result is 
a more efficient bird, ho said. 


An entry of 10 birds frorrt1 the Tio- 


vonen Leghorn farm at Girard, Pa., 
was announced as winner of th con- 
test. The victorious team produced 
2795 eggs to down 100 other 10-lien 
teams from 17 states, Canada and 
England. 


A Barred Rock biddy belonging to 


James Dryden, Modesto, California, 
won high individual honors and the 
right to be called "president" of the 
exclusive "Three-Hundred Egg Club" 
by scoring 329 eggs for the period.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—(UP)—The 


American, military award, was to be 
given Capt. Edward V. Rickenback- 
Congressional Medal of Honor, highest 
er, premier World War air fighter, to- 
day, by President. Hoover. 


Hundreds of 'Army officers and other 


officials were to gather at Boiling 
Field, beside the Potomac for the cere- 
monrcs this afternoon. Military air- 
craft, reminiscent of Rickenbacker's 
dramatic wartime deeds in France, 
were to entertain the crowd with for- 
mation and acrobatic flying. 


A number of Rickenbacker's cro- 


nies in the famous 94th Pursuit Squad- 
ron, which he commanded in France, 
were invited to see the "Congressional 
Medal pinned on the man who already 
wears the Distinguished Service Me- 
dal with nine palms, the medal of 
the Legion of Honor, and the Croix 
de Guerre with four palms. Today's 
award was earned by attacking, alone 
seven German planes and shooting 
down two of th^m. 


President to Speak 


The President was 
expxected to 


make a few remarks in connectioi 
with the presentation and Ricken- 
backer was "to reply. Both were to 
be heard over the radio. 


During World War days Ricken- 


backer came to personify to the Amer- 
ican people the audacity and bravery 
which they associated with the new 
role of air fighting. His record of de- 
stroying 26 enemy planes was unsur- 
passed by American airmen. 


Rickenbacker,, now 40 years old, be- 


came famous years ago as a driver of 
fast racing cars. When America en- 
tered the war he went to France with 
General Pershing as a member of his 
motor car staff. Later, attracted by 
the adventure and romance of air 
fighting, he asked for a transfer to 
the Air Corps.

Smith operates one of the country's 


few farms devoted solely to raising 
queen bees. Ho has a separate estab- 
lishment for producing honey. 


Smith has adopted a new method 


for producing queens. He places them 
in small, wren-like boxes measuring 
5x5x6 inches, and gives each queen 
a teacupful of drones and workers. 
A teacup holds, about 2,500. 


There is as much breeding and ped- 


igree among bees as among cattle and 
horses, Smith said, and his a.mbition 
is to produce an all-yellow queen that 
will have yellow drones as .of f spring. 
He considers such an insect would be 
worth 51,000, as it would be prettier 
than others and would be more gen- 
tle. Yellow bees wouldn't sting the 
hand that feeds them, he said. 


Queen bees are so hard to raise and 


so few people are in the business that 
a successful breeder can gain an in- 
ternational reputation, it was said. 
Smith just sent some queens to Par- 
aguay, South America, by airmail, has 
shipped several to Australia, an4 ex- 
pects to send 100 to China.

Purchased new, these materials 


will cost roughly $5, but on most 
farms one may pick up most of 
them and make a corresponding 
saving.
